All the in 
formation we have is contained in 
the press cable ‘dispatches. It. is 
safe to that the conference, 
which will be the judge of its dis. 
cussions, will not agree to any such 
question. But we do not believe 
that the Japanese government has 
any intention of seeking to inject 
a subject into the conference which 
is so foreign to the purposes of the 
conclave, and which would not be 
germane to any subject included in 
the tentative agenda which all the 
participating powers have approved.’ 
AGENDA TO STAND. 


Officials stated that the agen 
suggested by Secretary of — 
Hughes and forwarded to the par- 
ticlpating governments more than a 
month ago will stand as the pro- 
gram for the conclave when it con- 
venes. 

As the discussions develop there 
may be questions arising which are 
not included in the agenda, but 
which have a bearing on some sub- 
ject which is embodied in the pro- 
gram as outlined. When such sub- 
jects do rise it will be for the con- 
ference to decide whether they shall 
be taken up for full and free dis- 
cussion, and settlement, if possible. 
But, it is explained, if there is ge- 
rious objection on the part of any 
power to the discussion of a given 
subject, it would not be discussed. 

In an international conference of 
the character which this one will 
have, officials explained, there can 
be no majority rule over a minority. 
Agreements must be unanimous and 
disagreements will amount to nega- 
tive action. The inference in this 
explanation, as relating to the 
Japanese immigration question, 
that the United States never would 
constent to discuss the subject, even 
if Japan should suggest it, and there- 
fore it is impossible that the matter 
can be taken up, even if sume of the 
powers might think it germane.

CHINA’S CLAIMS ADVANCED. 


Asiatic Power Must Be Considered in Settlement of 
Pacific Problems, Canton Editor Tells Press Body, 


(BY CABLE AND ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 


HONOLULU, Oct. 20.—Pacific problems must be solved by 
peaceable means, and no solution will be satisfactory without the 
full knowledge and support of the Chinese people, who form the 
greater part of the population, Hin Wong, managing editor of the 
Canton Star, Canton, China, and vice-president of the Press Con- 
gress of the World, told the delegates to the congress today. 


“The policy of the open door in® 


China must be openly directed and 
discussed, and any nation seeking to 
disregard or misinterpret it for sel- 
fish reasons, must be resisted,” Mr. 
“It is unwise to 
keep China in ignorance of world af- 
fairs and to take no heed of her 
latent power. Her ability to sup- 
rt one another depends on the 
= one has of the other.” 
CHINESE PROBE ASKED. 
Mr. Hin urged that 
congress appoint or request the 
greater news agencies and press as- 
sociations of representative coun- 
tries to constitute a commission to 
investigate the extent, methods and 
purposes of the various news 
agencies and associations now op- 
erating in China, the facilities sup- 
plied for dissemination of, news by 
cable and telegraph companies, and 
the concessions, if any. by govern- 
ments protecting the services. 


He added that investigation also 


might be made of the possibility of 
the greater press associations or in- 
dividual newspapers organizing a 
permanent international press serv- 
ice, with headquarters in China, to 
undertake an accurate presentation 
of Chinese news and views. In 
conclusion he said: “An impartial 
international news service, organized 
to cover the affairs of one-fourth of 
the world's population for the other 
three-fourths, would discourage un- 
reliable information, minimize dis- 
tortion and exclude inefficient and 
partisan news agencies rendering free 
service to the Chinese press.”

Roseburg Dentist Facing 


Death Sentence Slashes His 
Throat in Cell.

ROSEBURG (Or.) Oct. 20. — Dr. 
R. M. Brumfield, facing sentence 
of death for the murder of Dennis 
Russell, attempted to commit suicide 
jonight by slashing his throat.

WAS PERSONAL LETTER. 

The letter was addressed to the 
Ambassador personally, and wag re- 
ceived by him at the American Em- 
bassy, October 14. It is said to have 
contained a threat to kill him by 
scientific means, which the writer 
declared he had in his possession. 

These experts today believed they 
saw a striking similarity between 
the handwriting of the letter and 
that of the address on box 
which contained the bomb. 

The letter was written in French 
and in small, uneven letters, in- 
dicating that the author was an un- 
educated Frenchman, At the top of 
the sheet were the words: Sacco 
and Vanzetti” written in large iet- 
ters. (These names evidently refer 
to Nicolo Sacco and meo 
Vanzetti, two Itallans who were 
convicted of first-degree murder by 
a Massachusetts court last summer.) 

TEXT OF MISSIVE.

Mr. Herrick was 
attending a reception in the Hotel 
de Ville to Gen. Pershing and failed 
by two minutes to return home by 
the time the explosion occurred. 

“The extreme length of the recep- 
tion was a fortunate thing for us,” 
he said today while chatting with an 
Associated Press correspondent over 
the incident. 

“If it had not been for the fact 
that the reception lasted until ‘after 
6 oclock,” said the Arpsbassador. 
“I should have returned home and 
dressed for dinner.

Had we entered the house 
one minute and a half before we 
did, we all should have been in the 
room and might have been killed or 
injured. I recall that I 
stopped in the entrance hall to ex- 
amine a batch of letters before as- 
ecending the stairway.

With the discovery of the new 
germ, said by Dr. Rathjen’s friends 
to be the first germ discovered in 
America, the professor immunized 
five goats and securéd_a serum that 
has proven to have successful anti- 
toxin and curative powers in such 
hitherto baffling diseases as perni- 
Sous anemia, neurasthenia and epi- 
lepsy. 

In the test of the new serum result - 
ing from the disccvery of the germ 
of anentia, 300 cases of anemia; 
varying from mild phases to six 
_| Scute cases of pernicious \ anemia, 
were treated, according to Prof. 
Rahtjen, and every case responded 
to the effects of the serum. Of the 
six, pernicious anemia cases, all wom- 
en and bedridden, he said that 
three had completely recovered and 
had married, and that one is about 
to become a mother.

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Ralph Arnold, chairman of the 
Petroleum and gas committee of the 
American Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgical Engineers, has issued 
the following significant circular 
letter: 

Less than eight months ago a 
statement was made at the annual 
meeting of the American Institute 
of Mining and Metallurgical Engi- 
neers, calling attention to the de- 
moralizing effect of the abnormal oil 
production of Mexico on the oi! sit- 
uation in the United States, but pre- 
dicting that this unstabilizing in- 
fluence would probably become im- 
potent in eighteen to twenty-four 
months through the exhaustion of 
the principal producing fields of 
Mexico, unless new fields were found 
in the meantime. 

When this statement was made, 
the daily production of Mexieo was 
about 600,000 barrels of crude oil; 
now’ it is about 350,000 barrels. No 
new 
opened up, although extensions have 
been made to two old pools. Over 
200,000 barrels, or more than half 
of the present daily production, 
comes from Los Naranjos, Amatlan 
and North Zacamixtie, fields in 
which practically every well is so 
affected by salt water that the po- 
tential production of these wells 
dropped 50 per cent in the month of 
September, clearly indicating that 
these fields are moving rapidly to- 
ward extinction. 

The United States and Mexico pro- 
duce six-sevenths of the world sup- 
ply.

Whitehall Celebrated, but 
Found Mistake. 


Blacksmith Can’t See Any 
Benefit in Location.

BLOOMINGTON (Ind.) Oct. 20 
Nowhere is a returm to normalcy 
more evident than in Southern In- 
diana, at the center of population 
of the United States. The old 
familiar “House For Rent” sign is 
hanging out, and at Ben Ranard’s 
blacksmith shop, the Hoosier villagers 
are whittling on boxes and speculat- 
ing on whether or not the earth is 
round, just as they did before the 


war. 

It will be a long time before they 
quit talking about the great day 
when they held a celebration and 
dedicated to their little village of 
Whitehall, a ten-foot wooden monu- 
ment, set up on the main road, bear- 
ine the d inscription, “Center of 
Populatién, U.S.A.—1920.” 

CHANGED TO LAMENT. 

But their first flush of excitement 
and pride suddenly changed to la- 
ment and disgust’ when Prof. W. A. 
Cogshall, Indiana University as- 
tronomer, came out tt Owen county, 
and after a few nights of star 
gazing, as the natives called it, de- 
termined from astronomical calcula- 
tions that an old beech tree in a 
hillside briar patch on Russell Rob- 
inson’s farm two and one-half miles 
west of Whitehall and eleven: miles 
west of Bloomington, seat of In- 
diana University, and former center 
of population, was the new hub of 
the nation. 

From that day to this the natives 
have had no interest in their sud- 
den leap into the national limelight. 
Oliver Ran „ Who  livei within 
200 yards of the old beech trees, has 
moved out. He served notice that 
the center of population is no place 
for the rent profiteer by moving two 
miles down the road, where he gets 
a house, barn, garden and pasture 
free. There, within 200 yards of the 
center of population, the five-room 
bungalow he formerly occupled 
wanting renter at 88 per

He serves as a free information 
bureau for seekers after the center 
of population, and sympathetic, well 
minded travelers have pointed out 
to Rim that his pop stand would be 
the business hub of the country, 
strategically located for national 
trade from north, south, east and 
west. But Ben insists that the 
1920 census can bring nf good to the 
people of Owen county, Indiana, un- 
til they take the center of popula- 
tion away from that consarned old 
beech tree and put it back at White- 
hall, where it would be convenient 
and where it ought to have been left 

the first place.

NORTH FORK LOCATION 


DECIDED ON FOR ROAD. 


OROVILLE - QUINCY LATERAL 
ARGUMENT SETTLED BY 
COMMISSION VOTE.

SACRAMENTO, Oct. 20.—By a 
vote of 2 to 1 the State Highway 
Commission today decided to route

“PAVING TRUST” 
LOBBY WAR ON. 


Property Owners to Fight 
Lyons-Street W ork. 


Opening Gun in Battle Upon 
Backstairs “Influence.” 


Vest-Pocket Government is 
Laid to Promoters. 


The first drive against the so- 
called “paving trust” lobby at the 
City Hall was started yesterday, 
when W. R. Lawson, manager of 
the Industrial Development and 
Land Company, which has extensive 
property holdings in the north part 
of the city, announced that he will 
file at once a majority property 
owners’ petition protesting against 
the paving of Lyon street, a “stub 
end” highway. Proceedings have 
been started to pave this street with 
seven-inch concrete, a superheavy 
pavement designed only for main- 
ng enormous quantities o ving 
material. 

The proceedings to pave this 
street are based on the Act of 1911. 
which was designed only to be used 
to improve thoroughfares in cases 
of extreme public necessity. The 
“paving trust“ lobby, it Is declared 
by property owners, has caused 
street improvement proceedings to 
be brought under this act so as to 
prevent the proposed improvements 
being automatically ,protested out 
by a majority property owners’ pe- 
tition, which ts the rule provided in 
the Vrooman Act. 

The complaint of those who are 
familiar with conditions at the City 
Hall is that the “paving trust” lob- 
by, not content with seeking to jam 
through the City Council unneces- 
sary street improvements, has ex- 
tended its activities to confirmation 
of appointments by the Mayor and 
other municipal activities, so that. 
in short, the lobby will control the 
entire city government. The lobby 
has n active since Mayor 
Cryer took office in the matter of 
confirmation of appointments. 

“PAVING TRUST’ SCHEME. 

“Paving trust” lobbyists by ar- 
ranging for streets to be improved 
under the Act of 1911 make the ma- 
jority property owners almost help- 
less to prevent a street being peved 
when the paving contractors have 
decided that a street should be im- 
proved in order to sell materials. The 
co-operation of the City Council is 
necessary to the success of the 
scheme, but as legitimate petitions 
for street improvements are being 
constantly presented, the Council 
men are often unable to distinguish 
the sheep from the goats. |

CINEMA CENSOR 
BATTLE TODAY. 


Council Scheduled to Take Up 


Heard Before Voting. 


Thousand Business Men Ask 
Defeat of Plan. 


The final battle over proposed mu- 
nicipal motion-picture censorship is 
scheduled to open at 10:15 a.m. today 
before the City Council, when the 
ordinance creating a Motion Picture 


Commission of seven members will 
be called up for action. Arguments 
will be heard, and thirty-four reso- 


merce, Realty Board and other or- 
ganizations and individuals protes$- 
ing against censorship will be read, 
before the vote is taken. 

President Criswell of the Coun. 
cil, who is acting Mayor during the 
absence of Mayor Cryer, will not 
preside, and the first action of the 
Council tomorrow will be the. se- 
lection of a presiding officer. Pres- 
ident Criswell is opposed to the 
present proposed ordinance and 
would doubtless vote against it, 
were he in the Council at the time 
the vote is taken. It is expected, 
however, that there ll be sufficient 
votes to defeat the asure, as six 
votes are necessary to pass it. The 
censorship forces will be led = 
Rev. Gustav A. Briegleb, president 
of the Ministerial Union, while rep- 
resentatives of leading commercial 
— civic organizations will oppase 


BUSINESS MEN PROTEST. 
Among the recent protests against 
censorship which have arrived at the 
City Hall is the following taxpay- 
ers’ protest signed by 1000 leading 
business men of the city, headed by 
William May Garland: 

“We the undersigned taxpayers, 
property owners and business men 
vitally interested in the development, 
growth and prosperity\of the city 
of Los Angeles, hereby protest 
against the passage by your honor- 
able body of the proposed censor- 
ship ordinance reported by your 
Public Wejfare Committee, or of any 
other like Measure, which will tend 
to interfere unduly with the manu- 
33 of motion pictures jn this 
city. 

“We are of the opinion that any 
such measure would unduly hamper 
this important Los Angeles indus- 
try and would place such an onerous 
burden upon it ag to affect the wel- 
fare of the entire city through loss 
of 2 and added taxation. 

“We are satisfied that our pres- 
ent penal laws are ample to protect 
this city from immoral exhibitions 
of any description, and believe that 
the regularly constituted authorities 
are doing their full duty in sup- 
pressing such exhibitions.” 


RAPS CENSORSHIP. 


In reply to the argument of the 
censorship advocates that the wel- 
fare of the children requires that 
all motion pictures shown in Los 
Angeles be previewed and author- 
ized by a board of censors, the Juve- 
nile Protective Association of Los 
| Angeles county has forwarded the 
following protest: 

| “At the annual open meeting of 
the Juvenile Pradtective Association 
of Los Angeles county, held Oct. 15. 
1921, 4 motion was made and car- 
ried that it was the sense of the 
meeting that this organization is op- 
possed to censorship of motion pic- 
tures. ‘ 

“We believe that the experiences

Li: REMAIN FILM CAPITAL. 

Charlie Chaplin is on his way back to 
Los Angeles. He has visited the old home 
town, London, and finds that it is not to be 
compared with the Angel City, where he 
won fame and fortune. While in England 
he was lionized and feted to such an extent 
that he probably could not find the time to 
ipquire into the question of why the British 
film is wrong. But that seems to be a 
subject of keen discussion. We have seen 
a few English-made films in Los Angeles 
and it is apparent that they are not in the 
Same elass with the home production. What 
is the reason? London critics of the art of 
motion-picture making as practiced in the 
British Isles have put forward many re- 
plies. They differ in essentials, but they 
seem pretty well united in saying that good 
@irectors are lacking across the Atlantic. 
They say they have the finest scenery in 
the world, the best cameras and the actors 
are the equal of any; but they cannot make 
films which seriously compete with those 
made in America. As far as scenery is con- 
cerned, even Great Britain cannot compete 
with the great Southwest, of which Los An- 
geles ic the hub. As for cameras, it is 
@oubdtful if any better can be produced than 
those used here, while in regard to actors 
those who grace our studios need fear com- 
parison with none in Burope. Time and 
again Los Angeles is warned that it may 
lose its motion-picture supremacy; but sur- 
veying the world at large and taking into 
consideration the difficulties which are met 
with in the East and Europe, one cannot 
help feeling that the day is far distant when

'TUAL SACRIFICES. 
No group or class in the country has 
been so bitter in its denunciation of the 
high cost of living as the unions affiliated 
or associated with the American Federation 
of Labor, Their leaders avail themselves 
of every opportunity to raise an outcry 
against the unidentified class known as the 


“profiteers.” They declaim against the high | 


prices they are forced to pay for the neces- 
sities of life, but they are not willing to 


bear their part of the sacrifice necessary to 


bring about reductions necessary to permit 
labor and industry to function normally. 


Shutting their eyes and stopping their 
ears to economic facts, they continue to 
demand high wages and low prices. This is 
as foolish as expecting to draw a quart of 
liquid from a pint bottle; yet the railroad 
employees have carried thefr insistence to 
a point where they threaten a general strike 
if their wages are reduced to the level, not 
of the beginning, but of the close of the war. 


They are not content with the wage in- 


creases they received while the war was at 
its height and the shortage of labor was 
greatest; but they demand the after-the-war 
wages, which were pure profiteering at the 
expense of the rest of the people of the 
United States. , 

We do not assume that the rallroad em- 
ployees were the only or the greatest prof- 
iteers during the two years immediately 
following the armistice. Looking over the 
record it appears that everybody was doing 
it. The period shows the labor and indus 
try of the country revolving in a vicious 
circle of self-interest. Every one seemed 
intent upon securing enormous profits while 
the getting was good. The manufacturer. 


the farmer, the wholesaler, the retailer and 


the workmen—all, with but remote excep 
tions, were actuated by the same impulse. 
Cupidity carried the country far beyond 


normal, and the time has now arrived when 
we are d to walk back. : 
Prices must come still lower than they 


are at present before we can have a healthy 
industrial condition in the country. But, as 
labor costs cover more than 80 per cent of 
the cost of the average article of commerce, 
it is apparent that wages must fall before 
retail prices can descend. 

The United States covers a vast territory 
and the cost of transportation is a very 
important item in the price of things. Cali- 
fornia products must travel more than 3000 
miles to reach th@ eastern markets. Dou- 
bling the rate per 
of many things prohibitive. We should like 
to see the former freight rates return; but 
the labor eost alone of transportation is now 


+ about 40 per cent higher than the total rate 


charged to the shipper before the war. The 
leaders of the railroad unions say that labor 
cost cannot be cut until the price of living 
falls. But how can the cost to the shipper 
of transportation fall while the cost to the 
railroads remains stationary? The folly of 
such a demand is self-evident. 
Profit-making is pleasant, and no man can 
see a shrinkage in his pay envelope without 
suspecting that he is making a greater sac- 
rifice than his neighbor. “Let the other fel- 
lows be cut first; that is a very natural 
demand. Getting higher wages as glo- 
rious as sledding down hill. t taking 
wage reductions is as unpleasant as trudg- 


ing back to the summit and dragging your 


sied after you. 

During the recent bankers’ convention in 
Los Angeles the eastern delegates were 
deeply interested in seeking for the reason 
that enabled Los Angeles to remain the ane 
white spot on the industrial map while all 
the rest of the country was shrouded in 
gioom. They attributed the reason very 
largely to the fortitude and vision of Los 
Angeles business men. 
that sacrifices were necessary to effect the 
necessary readjustments. The merchants 
cut prices on that they had purchased 
at @ high figure, pocketing their losses. It 
was a heroic treatment, meaning the sacri- 
fice of much of the profits they had made 
during the ascent; but they displayed the 
fortitude of the Stoics ‘and they benefited 
with the rest of the community from the 
hastened return to normal conditions. Their 
determination not to interfere with the 
downward trend kept the white spot still 
shining. 

When the wholesalers cut, the retaflers 
here followed suit, although they could have 
reaped immense profit by holding to the 
after-the-war prices. Here are two illustra- 
tions of the right and the wrong way to 
effect readjustments. 

When the retail price of tobacco to the 
grower fell 60 per cent in 1920 the big to- 
bacco companies announced that there 
could be no immediate lowering in the cost 
to the consumer, because they had enough 
stock on hand purchased at peak prices to 
supply the trade for the next two years. 
Until that stock was disposed of there could 
be no reductions. Yet these same compa- 
nies made enormaus profits when the prices 
jumped in 1918 and they had a two-years’ 
supply of low-priced product on hand. Their 
attitude was dictated solely by selfish per- 
sonal interest. 

When the high cost of paper compelled 
The Times to increase its subscription rate 
the publishers announced that they would 
make a reduction just as soon as there was 
a reduction in white paper costs. But The 
Times reduced the price of its product, con- 
forming to the reductions made by the mer- 
chants, actually in advance of the reduction 
in the cost of paper. Other publishers gave 
a similar pledge when they advanced their 
prices. How many of them have made the 
promised reduction? 

As a result of the self-imposed sacrifices 
of the business community Los Angeles was 
perhaps the first city in the country to 
reach a normal plane, accounting in a large 
measure for our present freedom from in- 
dustrial depression and for our compara- 
tively low rate of unemployment. 


In accepting a reduction in wages in ad- 
vance of a markedly lowen cost of living 
the railroad employees are asked to make 
sacrifices. But it is the economic condition 


of the country and not the attempt of the 


managements of the roads to get big profits 
which makes this sacrifice necessary. No 
profiteering will be possible on the part of 
the owners of the railroads; for their freight 
and passenger rates are fixed by the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission and a limit is 
placed by law on the profit any road is per- 
mitted to make on the year's business. 


If the wages of the railroad employees 
are reduced a reduction in rates is certain 
to follow. The railroads cannot, by reason 
of government supervision, play the part of 
the selfish retailers in some sections of the 
country who bought for less and continued 
to sell at peak prices,

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LIEN RACES. 

“Blood is thicker than water” is an ax- 
iom indicating that kith and kin will fight 
each other's battles, but it should not be 
confined to individuals and families; it 
holds good when applied to nations speak- 
ing the same language and kneeling at the 
same shrine. History is but the record of 
a vast struggle between men who sprang 
from diverse sources, and it is nowhere writ- 
ten they have waived the differences and 
in peace worked out a common plan of civ- 
flization. The Hebrews have resisted for 
ages the processes of assimilation, whether 
peaceful or otherwise, and today are the 
same as they were centuries ago. The per- 
sistence of their race is one of the great 
and interesting facts of history. Over- 


whelmed by superior forces and adverse 


circumstances, they are as strong now as 
they were when Judea was one of the great 
political factors in the world. 


What is true of the Hebrews is likewise | 


true of many other races. There must be 
the fact of kinship somewhere before there 


can be amalgamation or absorption, It is . 
ö easy to understand how the French, Itallans 


Spaniards could merge and forget their 
nationalities in the stitution of new 
states. They have a mon origin, speak 
the Aryan language and worship the same 
God. The Germanic races, though in re 
cent times exhibiting somewhat different 
traits of character and ideals, due largely 


to political circumstances, are in essentials. 


identical with the English. The Dutch of 
New Amsterdam and the Puritans of Mas- 
sachusetts easily united their blood and for- 
tunes and founded a new government, later 
to be known as the United States of Amer- 
ica. The Latin and Germanic peoples are 


4 not racially antagonistic; they sprang from 


a common ancestry, though a divergence 
ages ago gave them a different perspective 
of life and led them along highways widely 


separated, byt some time a common destiny 


will bring them together to work out prob- 
lems in which both are vitally interested. 
But let it be said now that Canada, Amer- 
ica aud Australia will never mingle their 
blood and consequent destiny with those of 


the Mongo! races, China and Japan, and all 


this England knows today as well as she 
knew that Clive and Hastings could not 
unite the English and Indian peoples. It 
may not be now or soon, but England will, 
as certain as death, some day be compelled 
to cease her intrigues with Japan or wit- 
ness the dissolution of the empire in the 
assumption of complete independence by 
Australia, Canada and South Africa. Indeed 
it was only through the influence of Jan 
Smuts that South Africa voted to continue 
as one of the states of the British Empire 
two years ago, and then he was enabled to 
preserve the status only after a heroic cam- 
paign that called forth every resource of 
his influence among people of his blood and 
language. But he will have to fight again; 
the issue 18 recurrent, like that in Ireland. 
England doesn’t believe that Canada and 
Australia could be induced to take up arms 
against America in ald of Japan. But En- 
gland’s diplomacy has not changed since 
the days of the Crimean War, when she 


first began to use the Turk as a pawn in 


the game of international politics. It did 
not matter if Gladstone, the Christian, did 
look with an undisguised horror upon the 
“unspeakable Turk;” he was good for some- 
thing and that something was the check- 
mating of, first the plans of Russia and again 
those of France and Germany. If it had 
not been for the unnatural, and probably as- 
Sumed, friendship of England the Turk 


would have been driven from Europe many 


generations ago. No Christian believed that 
England had any special love for the Mo- 
hammedans or desired for them a perma- 
nent place in the councils of the world; and 
it is doubtful now that these same English- 


men contemplate the establishment of Japan 


as one of the ruling forces in the affairs of 
the nations. It would be more in accord 
with the historical policy of England to say 
she is using Japan merely as a pawn, this 
time, however, not as one against Russia, 
Germany or France, for they are no longer 


a menace to her primacy in the politics and 


commerce of the world, but against only one 
other nation, one whose ascendancy is over- 


shadowing and overwhelming, and that na- 


tion is, of course, America. 
English statesmanship of today is the 
same as it was in the time of Napoleon; it 


4 is a matter of tradition and, like the laws 


of the Persians and Medes, is not subject 
to the ever-changing plans and purposes of 
men. Balfour and Lloyd George are follow- 
ing, in retrograde, the footsteps of Rose- 


‘berry, Gladstone, Disraeli, Palmerstone, 


Canning and the Pitts, and the very sim- 
plicity of their method—let other antago- 
nists cut each other's throats and, if they 
will not, then intrigue, aid and abet until 
they do fight—made it always easy ot adop- 


tion, as im the recent example of Catholic 


and Protestant Ireland. 


There ig no ethnic sympathy between En- 
gland and Japan and there can never be: 
but America is getting too preponderant and 
something must be done to hinder her 
stride. Therefore the game cock of the 
East is petted and groomed to strut and 
crow menacingly at the eagle, whose out- 
stretched wings throw an 
shadow. over the world. 

But the American commissioners at the 
coming conference know all the facts, the 
impossibilities and the incongruities of the 
situation, and when the world is told in 
plain language that America has no ends 
to gain other than those for which mankind 
is praying there is likely to be a reaction 
and the establishment of a new diplomacy, 
in which the lives and fortunes of nations 
will not be stakes in the game of selfishness 
or cowardice. Japan en may be made 
to see that England is making her the Turk 
of Asia, another pawn in the hands of an 
alien race. 


OCRATIO KINGS, 

Apparently the chief reason 
to the remaining monarchs for their con- 
tinued existence is that they are demo- 
cratic kings.” And they strive vallantly to 
justify the title. 

This fact demonstrates that they respond 
to the sign of the times; it also illustrates 
the precariousness of their positions. 

Because, of course, if they are really dem- 
ocratic they cannot be kings—and if they 
are really kings they cannot be democratic. 

That Gilbert K. Chesterton failed to fall 
for this delightful paradox simply proves 
again that Homer sometimes nods. 

For to talk of democratic kings, for the 
sake of being complimentary to that heredi- 
tary office, is like praising a mountain for 
its want of altitude or a lake for its absence 
of water or a vintage wine for its freedom 
from alcohol or a dish of soup for its cold- 
ness or a plate oP ice cream for being 
in a liquid form, ;

to use these facts as recommendations for 
wine cups and mountaintops is to damn 
them with something than faint 
praise. 


Woodrow Wilson, when he was in Europe,

But this dis- 
tinction didn’t boost his chances for a third 
term in the White House. Why supposed 
democratic leanings tn men still upholding 
the monarchist tradition should endear them 
in countries that have no desire to be known 
as republics is one of those things—as Lord

To praise a king for being democratic is 
no more sensible than to praise a President 
for being imperialistic. Yet everybody does 
it. And the kings themselves encourage it. 
But think what would happen to an Amer- 
can President who attempted to establish 
a reputation for being royal and monarchi- 
cal. A king who is really democratic has 
only one way of proving it—by ceasing to 
be a king. 


THE WAY FOR VINDICATION. 

Ie the klan is all its leaders claim for it, 
they should welcome the spotlight now 
turned on it by government officials. They 
should co-operate in every possible way to 
have the purposes of the organization made 
public. In this direction lies vindication. 
And vindication the Ku Klux Klan seems 
just now to need above everything else.—

Some kind friend has sent to me 
a copy of the London Opinion for 
the week ending i7th September, 
1921. Over here we would have it 
read “Sept. 17, 1921,” but that doesn't

tion of London Opinion is evidently 
what we over here would designate 
as a Charlie Chaplin Edition.” Prin- 
cipally it is devoted to Charlie. 
After reading it from first page to 
last, advertisements and all, I have 
come to the conclusion that London 
Opinion is a comic paper.

Now we'll wait until the Disarma 
ment Conference opens over here 
and see if any of our comic papers 
ean think of some good joke like 
that to spring on some of the Euro- 
pean notables who are in attendance. 
Doubtless they will, but will they be 
able to express the joke so succinct- 
ly and—er—comically as that? W 
they, indeed, turn the joke like ? 
mean, find a way to turn the joke 
into so graceful a compliment to the 
foreigner. Can we do it? 

Now we turn the page and here's 
another illustration: Charlie stand- 
ing in the foreground with a bew 
dered look on his face, quite evident- 
ly undecided whether to run for it 
or face a great mob, depicted in the 
background, bearing a huge banner 
which says: “Welcome from Your 
Kennington Schoolmasters.” The 
caption for this picture is: “Charlie 
Chaplin Welcomed by His School- 
masters.”

Same page, as follows: “It is esti-

And here again the joke is all on 


the home folks; not on Charlie at 
all! Delicate and graceful, and all 
that sort of thing, to say the least. 
You can't help admiring people who 
can joke like that. 

Well, now we are over to the third 
page. This is entirely given to Char- 
He. The heading is: “Hullo, Char- 
ne!“ The article is by a special 
writer; a professional humorist, I 
suppose, named Harrison Owen. He 
starts out by saying that he is look- 
ing forward to the return to Bngland 
of a friend of his. He refers to Char- 
lie Chaplin, of course. But the joke 
of it is he has never met Charlie 
personally. You see the joke, don't 
vou. y, certainly, you do. Mr. 
Owen was afraid you wouldn't. 
though, for he goes on to say: “I 
have never shaken hands with Char- 
lie Chaplin and am one of the few 
persons in London who did not go 
to school with him or lend him a 
shilling in his- unprosperous youth.” 

I am sure all this is quite different 
from the American brand of humor: 
it has the reverse English on it, you 
might say. Here are the ca ist, 
the editor and the hired humorist 
all going far out of their way to com- 
pliment the illustrious comedian 
with jokes directed at themselves. 
I guess none of the American comic 
— would ever do anything like 

This sort ot thing appears to be 
habitual with English humorists, 
however. See what Mr. Harrison 
Owen says about himself. He says: 
“Quite apart from my personal 
friendship with Charlie, I am inter- 
ested in the romantic aspect of his 
homecoming. The youth who left 
here practically unknown is return- 
ing the best-known man in the world. 
With many this vision of the tri-

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 16.—[To the 
Editor of The Times:] I have read 
with interest the criticisms of the 
application of the parole and pro- 
bation system which have appeared 
in the The Times recently. This 
system was inaugurated during the 
time I was District Attorney of this 
county, and I was partly instrument- 
al in its creation into a State law. 
And while I thoreughly agree with 
your criticiems of its application, I 
am, nevertheless, heartily in favor 
of the system. | 

There is no at remedy for 
physical, moral or civil wrongs 
which does not depend for its ef- 
ficacy on the manner of its applica- 
tion. That is true of the probation 
and parole system. It was never 
intended by those who advocated it 
that it should be used as a method 
of turning, criminals loose on the 
community, but as a remedy in- 
tended to be applied by trained and 
skiliful operatives for the purpose 
of salvaging a small portion of the 
wreckage that goes through our 
criminal courts. 

I think the criticisms you have 
voiced, and particularly the facts 
you have stated, are very timely. 
but I would like to suggest that 
they should be directed at the ap- 
plication of the principle, not against 
its merits. law was intended 
to save an occasional first offender, 
and also to be a means of correct- 


Getective storv he has read. Won't ing the warped mental and moral 


condition of some of society’s rebel- 
Hous characters, and it was never 
intended that this system should 
be applied to the same individual 
repeatediv. It was never intended 
as clemency, or to take the place 
of mercy, or to be used as a vehi- 
cle for extending either clemency 
or mercy. Our jury system is abun- 
dantly qualified for those purposes. 

I would like to suggest that the 
evil results which have flown from 
the application of this system could 
be corrected by providing additional 
rules for its application, the prin- 
cipal one of which would be that 
any individual who had been granted 
probation or parole, who again com- 
mits a felony, has by that act there- 
by willfully, deliberately, with afore- 
thought and calculation declared 
himself to be an enemy of society, 
to whom society is no longer in- 
debted, and who never can be per- 
mitted to be at liberty. In other 
words, a felony committed by any 
paroled prisoner should automatical- 
ly call for imprisonment for life. 

Further, paroled prisoners shoulg 
be assigned to the care of capable 
trained officers, to whom there are 
only a number of such assignments 
made which can be consistent with 
the careful personal, direct supervi- 
sion of the officer.

LOS ANGELES, Oct. 14.—[To tik 
Editor of The Times:] May one 
who has made architecture a favor- 
ite study all his life make some 
suggestions for our proposed new 
library building?

CITY-EDISON 
FIGHT MAY 
BE SETTLED. 


State Supreme Court Will 
Take Up Controversy Over 
Right to Sell Power Today. 


When the State Supreme Court, 
sitting en banc this afternoon in 
the Pacific Finance Building, con- 
siders the question of the operating 
agreement between the Southern 
California Edison Company and the 
city of Los Angeles, a legal battle 
begun five years ago may be settied. 
On April 30, 1917, the agreement 
was entered into and on the day fol- 
lowing, the Los Angeles Gas and 
Electric began proceed - 
ings to onjoin the city from dispos- 
ing of its electric power through the 
so-called operating agreement on the 
ground that it was in direct viola- 
tion of the city charter. 

“No eleetric power, now or here- 
after owned or controlled by the city. 
shall ever be sold, transferred or 
leased or disposed of to any person 
or corporation for resale, rental, dis- 
posal or distribution to consumers 
or other persons, without the assent 
of two-thirds of the qualified elec- 
tors of said city given at an election 
called for that purpose in the man- 
ner prescribed in the charter,” reads 
Subdivision 41 of Section 2 of our 
city chafter. 

ne his arguments on this 
clause of the charter, Attorney Paul 
Overton, counsel for the Los Angeles 
Gas and Electric Corporation, acting 
as a taxpayer, took the case to the 
Superior Court on June 12, before 
Judge Shenk, and the case was de- 
cided in favor of the 9 Thereup- 
on appeal was taken to the Supreme 
Court and the case was transferred 
to the District Court of Ap 1.
